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Another Housing Bungle 


The situation revealed by the city 
council’s housing committee on Monday 
afternoon can only add irritation and 
anger to the impatience of Edmonton peo- 
ple over the persistent bungling which has 
featured Ottawa’s inadequate attempts to 
deal with the housing shortage here. 

It was announced a few days ago iu the 
House of Commons that eight structures 
at the Jesuit College site had been re- 
leased as housing accommodation for vet- 
erans. This news was conveyed to the civic 
authorities in Edmonton. But the National 
Housing administration here, the agency 
responsible for actually taking possession 
of the buildings, had not been notified at 
all at that time. 

In other words, even the partial relief 
afforded by the decision could not be im- 
plemented because the National Housing 
administration people here had not been 
given authority to go ahead with it. 

This, of couse, is only part and parcel 
of the bungling and the stupidity which 
have characterized Ottawa's housing plans 
in general and the obduracy in dealing 
with this group of buildings in particular. 

There are at least two abandoned 
United States military hospitals in the 
North which could have been used and 
could still be used for the treatment of 
tubercular Indians. These northern hos- 
pitals are nearer the homes of the afflicted 
Indians and would be quite as svitable in 
every way as the Jesuit College site for 
this purpose. 

But, in face of the acute housing short- 
age here which grows more serious every 
day, Ottawa has insisted upon using the 

Jesuit College as an Indian hospital on 
the specious argument that it is not easy 
to persuade staff to go into the northern 
districts. That is not a reasonable argu- 
ment because if physicians and nurses are 
paid well enough they will go anywhere— 
particularly if their duty sends them. 

The insistence upon establishing the 
Indian hospital in the heart of this city 
indicates a flagrant flouting of the wishes 
of 112,000 people, 

It is encouraging to note that Mayor 
Ainlay and his committee is endeavoring 
to have more of these structures allocated 
to the housing of servicemen. Only eight 
have been so set aside. The entire eighteen 
should be given to this purpose instead, as 
we understand, of being stripped of their 
kitchen facilities so that a sum of $50,000 
will be required to re-equip 64 units for 
household purposes, 

The need of the Indians is doubtless 
great. But, with the northern hospitals at 
their disposal, it is not so great as the 
need for the hospitalization of wounded 
and ailing veterans. It was a piece of cold- 
blooded impertinence for Ottawa to allot 
this site to the Indian hospital at the very 
moment representations had been made to 
use the building as a hospital for tuber- 
cular servicemen, 

Modern low rental housing is the most 
acute need in Canada today. And Edmon- 
ton people and institutions have made their 
views very clear on the use of this site for 
an Indian hospital rather than as tempor- 
ary homes for ex-servicemen who face a 
eold winter without shelter. 

It is not too late for Edmonton people 
to protest and to continue to protest 
against this tragically poor administration 
which is summed up so damningly in 
Ottawa's failure to inform the proper 
agency here of its decision to make even 
eight structures available for homeless 
veterans, 
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The Issue at Windsor 


There are certain technical issues jin- 
volved in the strike at the Ford Company 
in Windsor which have not been clear to 
the public because of the terms used to 
describe them. One of these, and an im- 
portant one, is the phrase “union secur- 
ity”. 

“Union security” Involves two things; 
first, a union shop and, secondly, the 
check-off. : 

The “union shop” is not the same thing 
as the “closed shop”. In a closed shop,’ only 
members of a trades union may be em- 
ployed, with the union providing the work- 
_ ers. In a union shop, only members of the 
union may be employed, but the employer 
hires the workers, ; 

Closed shops prevail mostly where the 
employees are craft workers, that is to 
Say where it is possible for a craft union, 
to provide the workers. In an industry 
employing thousands of skilled and semi 
skilled workers, it is not always possible 
for the union to provide the workers 
Hence the union shop. 

The check-off is a term describing the 
system wherein the employer deducts 
union dues from the salaries of workers 
and hands over these dues to the union 
The employer becomes the union’s collect- 
ing agency and is a factor in the union's 
financial security. Hence the term “union 
Security” as applied to these conditions. 

Union security, including such things 
as the union shop and the check-off, is not 
to be confused with collective bargaining 
as was established under the Wagner Act 


im the Upited States and as exists under 


| 
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certain provincial law in Canada. Collec- 
tive bargaining means simply that the 
employer is compelled to bargain respect- 
ing such things as wages, hours and work- 
ing conditions, not with the individual 
worker, but with a union, providing the 
union represents a majority of the em- 
ployees. 

In some cases collective bargaining 
does not involve a union at all. Sometimes 
the employees in a plant will vote for an 
employees’ council to do their bargaining 
with the employer. In other cases, there 
are jurisdictional disputes between rival 
unions within a plant with the employer 
compelled to deal with thé union which 
secures a majority. 

Collective bargaining does not mean 
that the employer does not possess the 
right to employ someone who does not 
belong to a union. ; 

Collective bargaining or its principie 
is not involved in the Windsor strike. The 
Ford Company recognizes the union as a 
bargaining agency and has been bargain- 
ing with it. 

But while “union security’ and the 
“union shop” and the “check-off” are 
phrases used freely in the Windsor strike, 
what is most deeply involved in the strike, 
from the standpoint of the Canadian peo- 
ple, is the s!uw-down of production, what- 
ever the ultimate cause may be. 

Production is the only true wealth of 
Canada. And production is what the world 
needs more than anything else at the pres- 
ent time. That is why the issues of Windsor 
are of deep concern to every part of the 
country.

When Money Is Spent to Provide Employment, Taxes 


Must Be Levied to

THE SENATE of the United 
States has refused to accept the 


compensatory spending theory—the 
theory that the government should 
run deficits in bad times and corres- 
ponding surpluses in good times. In 
passing the Murray full employ- 
ment bill the Senate took out one of 
ite most important provisions which 
involved deficit spending as a 
means of providing full employ- 
ment 

The bill itself is historic in that 
it does place upon the federal gov- 
ernment the responsibility to “as- 
sure continuing full employment 
that is, the existence at all times of 
sufficient employment opportunities 
for all Americans able to work and 
desiring to work.” 

The idea behind the bill was that 
the President should be required 
each year to estimate the amount 

| which private industry and state 
governments intend to spend and 
also the amount which must theor- 
etically be spent to provide full 
employment. Then, if prospective 
spending is not large enough he is 
to recommend steps by which the 
gap might be filled. The bill gave 
the President authority to recom- 
mend action over a very wide field 
It included action against monopo- 
lies, changes in the tariff and so on 
but it also suggested sufficient fed-
